Breaking new ground on 
the road to an Eastshore park

ALBANY — The first step on 
the road to realization of an 
Eastshore State Park was celebrated 
by state and local dignitaries on the 
Emeryville waterfront Monday. 

East Bay Regional Park District 
officials announced approval of the 
acquisition from Catellus Develop- 
ment Corp. of three bayfront areas 
in Albany, Emeryville and Rich- 
mond that will form the nucleus of 
the park. 

The East Bay Regional Park Dis- 
trict Board of Directors approved 
the plan Tuesday authorizing the 
close of escrow.on Albany and Rich- 
mond land parcels as soon as pos- 
sible. Progress on the Emeryville 
crescent parcel will be delayed un- 
til grant funding and remediation 
requirements have been completed. 

The 374 acres of Albany land 


| includes mudflats, the Albany 


Beach, a quarter mile of shoreline 
and wild life habitat areas. The cost 
was $456,000. 

“J am delighted with this acqui- 
sition of the Albany Beach and 
mudflats. Now, if Measure F passes 
to go along with it, I can see a 
magnificent 70-acre park on the 
Albany shoreline in this decade,” 
said Mayer Mike Brodsky. 

As one condition of permission 
to conduct caréroom gaming at 
Golden Gate Fields, Ladbroke Rac- 
ing has agreed to make waterfront 
improvements and concessions 
which will dovetail with the new 
park acquisition. 

The 889 acres in the three par- 
cels represent the largest portion of 
the Eastshore State Park which will 
stretch nine miles along the water- 
front from the Bay Bridge to Contra 
Costa County. The $5.3 million 
price tag will be paid ultimately by 
the state.

Illuminations on the 
road to higher tax bills 


PROPERTY TAX BILL TIME is here again. 
For those among us who may not get the bill in 
their mailbox, those who do but look only at the 
bottom line at the last minute and those who 
mistake it for junk mail and throw it away, 
herewith are some edifying numbers. 

I have chosen the 1989-90 tax year for 
comparison because it was the only old bill I 
could find in my so-called files. If you’ve heard 
all this before, sit back and smoke ‘em if you got

em. 


THE ASSESSED VALUE of Albany property 
in 1989 was $518,037,982. The most recent 
number is $700,543,847. For those who were 
already here in 1989, assessed value went up 2 
percent per year and those who moved in since 
then are taxed on the amount they paid for their 
house (plus the 2 percent as the case may be.) My 
overall tax by the dollars went up 78 percent 
between 1989 and 1994. 

The base rate rose from 1.1174 percent to 
1.2221 percent since 1989. A goodly portion of 
the one percent going to the county has been 
usurped by the state and has reduced Albany’s cut 
from 26 cents to 19 cents on the Albany dollar. 


UNDER “VOTER APPROVED debt service” 
the “City” gets 0.0993 percent (up from 0.0063), 
now all spent on a pension override tax passed by 
the city council in 1981. “School Unified” is 
0.0917 percent (up from 0.0619) for voter 
approved school building bonds. East Bay 
Regional Park District, county Measure AA for 
park improvements, is 0.0066 (up from 0.0047). 
“Community College” is down from 0.0126 to 
0.0010 and “BART,” down from 0.0319 to 
0.0235. 

This section went up 23 percent. 


THE FIXED CHARGES AND/OR special 
assessments are flat fees, everybody paying the 
same regardless of property value, some voter- 
approved and some not. The flat rates are not 
based on the value of the property. They have 
risen 295 percent since 1989. 

City Landscape 88-1, the Albany Landscape 
and Lighting Assessment District ominously 
designated No. 1, was created by the city council 
in 1988 as one of the few tax-raisers allowed by 
Prop 13. There’s a list of present and future 
landscaping and lighting projects at the 
Recreation Department. About half pays off 
Community Center bonds. In 1989 it was $25.14. 
This year it’s $75.54. 

CSA Paramedic, established in late 1983, pays 
for 911 emergency service in all cities in the 
county. In 1989 it was $26.92. It is now $49.20. 

CSA vector control, begun in 1985, 
exterminates on request animals who injure or

transmit diseases to humans, including roof rats, 
Norwegian sewer rats, mice, mites, ticks and the 
ectoparasites that spread disease. In 1989 it was 
$3.58. It is now $4.82. 


THE ALBANY SCHOOL TAX provides 
enrichments city schools could not otherwise 
afford. A specific list of expenditures is available. 
The tax was approved in 1986 and was renewed 
by voters in 1990 and 1994. It was $90.50 in 
1989. It is now $99.92. 


EBMUD Wetweather, started in 1987 with a 
clean water grant from the federal government 
which subsequently ran out, is to replace and 
enlarge deteriorating and earthquake damaged 
pipes carrying sewage to the main treatment plant 
near the east end of the Bay Bridge. It was $28.80 
in 1989. It is now $50.88. 


FOUR NEW TAXES HAVE been added as 
fixed charges and/or assessments since 1989: 

The Library Services measure passed in June to 
restore a portion of funding cuts and keep the 
doors of the new Albany Library open longer. 
Voters approved $42 with provisions for inflation 
increases. 

East Bay Trail Landscape and Lighting District 
was established in 1993 by the East Bay Regional 
Park District board of directors for upkeep and 
maintenance of 1,100 miles of park trails in 
Alameda and Contra Costa Counties (they also 
pay). This year it is $5.44. 

Storm runoff now at $8.30 supports the 
Alameda County Urban Runoff Clean Water 
Program to preserve and enhance water quality in 
the Bay and its tributaries by keeping pollutants 
out of the storm drains. 

And, last but not least, the ever-popular city 
sewer service fee now at $179.16, was formerly 
collected on EBMUD bills. After the big sewer 
flap, how much of the sewer system will be 
rehabiliated or renewed and how high this tax may 
go are issues currently mouldering in the back 
reaches of city hall. 


IF YOU’RE LIKE ME, and why not, all these 
rising numbers tend to make you nervous. I think 
I'll go down to the Safeway store and check out 
the shopping carts, just to be on the safe side.

They (the school) 
are sending kids out on the street 
peddling magazines that push 
knives and guns,” Weingrow said. 

Martinez said she was concerned 
about the possible message middle 
school students might glean from 
the sale of such material. 

“In general principle I don’t care 
much for schools selling magazines 


to begin with. It’s the whole notion 
that money (fundraising) is more 
important that ethics or morals. I 
would hope parents would be 
aroused by this to be more pro- 
active in the running of the schools,” 
she said. 


Albany Middle Schoo! ?rincipa! 
Terry Corpuz said she received a 
call from one parent on the matter, 
but noted there isn’t much that can 
be done about the selection of maga- 
zines offered this year. 


“The magazine drive is already 
underway this year, but I am will- 
ing to work with the publisher to see 
if we can not have that type of 
magazine offered next year,” she 
said. 


“I think what we’re trying to 
teach our children is that violence is 
not a way to solve difficulties and it 
might help not having those maga- 
zines on the list,” Corpuz said, add- 
ing the list of hundreds of maga- 
zines available is compiled by 


American Publishers, Inc., which 
runs magazine drives for schools 
nation-wide. 


Albany School Board Vice Presi- 
dent Alan Riffer is a parent of an 
eighth grader at the school and said 
he didn’t find anything objection- 
able in the magazine drive. 

“There is nothing of an adult 
nature or in poor taste. We’re mak- 
ing a wide variety of publications 
available. I don’t think we’re pro- 
moting that lifestyle anymore than 
we're promoting skiing by having 
ski magazines,” he said, noting that 
his family has participated in the 
fundraiser for the last five years and 
often orders magazines for them- 
selves as well as for holiday gifts. 

The magazine drive is an annual 
fundraising effort put on by the 
middle school to support a variety 
of school programs. 

Inrecent years more than $6,000 
has been raised by the door to door 
subscription drive.

EL CERRITO — Neighbors op- 
posed to the sale of the old fire 
station property at 7222 Eureka Ave.

Since that time, when the 
council announced its coritinued 
intention of selling the property, 
neighbors have met together, orga- 
nized their opposition and clarified 
their goals. 

The petition requests that the city 
hold on to the property or, if a

what can be built there. 


“We think they should keep the 
building; there are anumber of good 
uses for it,” said resident Andy 
Austen, who spent last Saturday 
gathering signatures. “But we real- 
ize they are probably going to sell it 
— the momentum is (headed) that 
way. It’s unfortunate.” 

According to Austen, the group 
believes the building still has a use- 
ful life as a community resource. 
One suggestion made, for example, 
is that the El Cerrito Garden Club, 
which does landscaping projects on 
the city’s behalf, might store its 
tools there, at the same time, per- 
haps, making some improvements 
to the front yard of the property. 

Space for a tool lending library 
has been raised as a possibility, as 
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Society. Most attractive, however, 

is continued use by the city’s police 
and fire personnel as an exercise 
room. 

“We like the police cars there, 
especially being so close to the high 
school,” Austin said. 

He went on to say, though, that 
aside from the large garage bay 
used for exercise, the rest of the 
building is “pretty much falling 
down,” with tiles coming off the 
floor and a new roof needed. 

“It would take quite a bit to fix it 
up as a meeting place,” he said. 
“We can’t really blame the city for 
wanting to sell it.” 

If it is true that the city is not 
willing to hold on to the building — 
which is not up to code under the 
new Americans with Disabilities 
Act requirements — neighbors are 
anxious to see restrictions put on 
the deed disallowing any variances 
at any time in the future, allowing 
just one or twosingle family houses 
to be built. 

“This would be a really nice place 
for someone who’s into construc- 
tion to live in for a couple of years 
while fixing it up (into) a lovely 
house,” he said. That option aside, 
neighbors “hope someone buys it, 
tears it down, and puts up two houses 
there.” 


The neighborhood i is zoned R-1, 
but Austen is among those neigh- 
bors who does not believe that des- 
ignation affords enough protection. 


“It’s a big lot — 11,000 square 
feet,” he said. “You could get a 
nasty builder who wants to build 
apartment houses and says he'll sue 
if the city says no. The city may say 
it has no money to fight him in 
court, even though they’d win.” 


Austen said he’s personally seen 
cases where that scenario has been 
played out — once in his own Ber- 
keley neighborhood when a lawyer 
built a six-foot high fence around a 
large property he’d bought. Accord- 
ing to Austen, he threatened to sue 
when the city would not approve 
the fence, and the city backed down. 
No other home in the neighborhood 
is fenced at all, he said.

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Environmental report of Hillside 
fire reduction plans open for review

EL CERRITO — The city of El 
Cerrito has prepared a Negative 
Declaration concerning its plans for 
fire hazard reduction in the Hillside 
Natural Area. The draft declaration 
is now available for review at city 
hall. Public comment must be sub- 
mitted by 5 p.m. Nov. 7. 

The California Environmental 
Quality Act requires an Environ- 
mental Impact Report for projects 
which might affect wildlife, the land 
or other environmental elements. A 
Negative Declaration may be sub- 
mitted if no negative environmen- 
tal affects are anticipated. 

“We designed the whole plan so 
that it would not have any negative 
impact,” said Fire Chief Steve 
Cutright. “Mitigations for (poten- 
tial environmental problems) are 
incorporated in the plan.” 

Even in the initial study, said 
Cutright, a geologist looked at the 
land in the Hillside Natural Area. 
One finding in that limited study, 
he said, was that no increased land- 
slide potential would be added from 
the fire reduction plans. Despite 
that fact, however, a soils engineer 
will also be engaged later to give 
specific recommendations as to the 
best engineering for draining cer- 
tain areas, placement of culverts 
and other project elements. 

Even more specific mitigations 
have been written into the plan. At 
the suggestion of a consulting bi- 
ologist, he said, refuges will be built 
for the endangered Alameda Whip 
Snake, for example. Basically piles 
| of rocks, the refuges will provide 
safety for the snakes and will also 
attract prey on which the snakes can 
feed. 

In the larger picture, Cutright 
said, “we’re doing all these things 
to lower the fire hazard;” he be- 
lieves that’s a benefit to the wild- 
| life, the land, and the surrounding 


| 
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residents. 

The Fire Hazard Reduction Plan 
has been in the works for over two 
years. Much of the work was done 
by a consulting company, Environ- 
mental Science Associates, but 
Cutright and then Community Ser- 
vices Manager Joel Witherell spent 
most of the summer working on 
two chapters that set a schedule of 
projects and determined estimated 
cost, as well as where the money 
will come from. Priorities in projects 
were also determined. 

“The idea is that we attack the 
severe problems first,” Cutright 
said, adding that each problem 
brings a whole process and set of 
plans with it. “The implementation 
process is that for each one of the 
pieces, a whole dimension of 
(smaller projects is required) to get 
that project going, from initial en- 
gineering studies to ongoing main- 
tenance.” 

Cutright used fire road improve- 
ments as an example of the kind of 
complex project the plan for the 
area includes. 

The cost for the improvements, 
he said, is estimated at $430,000. 
Staff is hoping for a federal match- 
ing grant and has targeted a likely 
source. 

“We can gain access foracheaper 
amount,” he said, “but then you’re 
limited to whatever you can carry in 
on a vehicle (for firefighting). Our 
plans include a hydraulically engi- 
neered water system as part of the 
road improvements. 

“We're trying hard for long-term 


solutions. In the end, the improve- 
ments will lower overall fire risk 
and will make maintenance cheaper 
once its in place.” 

The plan for the Hillside Natural 
Area includes a number of elements, 
among them a description of pro- 
posed buffer zones, a system for the 
delivery of compressed foam to the 
area (a form of water containing 
protein which clings to plants and 
protects them as the fire passes by), 
and a range of fuel modification 
methods. 

Cutright commented on the lat- 
ter element. “You don’t just go in 
and cut it all down,” he said. “We 
plan to divide the fuel beds so the 
light tinder doesn’t ignite the mod- 
erate tinder which then will ignite 
the heavy tinder, which then ignites 
the trees so it all goes up. 

“We've also designed fuel breaks 
between the area and the neighbor- 
hoods.” 

Our strategy is that fires that 
originate there should be contained 
there. We do that through (manage- 
ment), quick access and provisions 
for adequate water supplies.” 

The only surprise from the study, 
said Cutright, was that any fire in 
the area might be more dangerous 
than the staff had expected. But 
that’s just a challenge to be met. 


One way of looking at it, he said, 
is that “the more you do, the safer it 
will become. 

“You can bite off pieces; you 
don’t have to do everything to make 
it safer.”

Indispenable asset 


From the beginning of her life through the 
present, Lois Boyle is and has been an 
“interesting person.” 

For instance, she was brought to California as a 
baby after her father, an Oklahoma farmer, lost 
his farm in the “dust bowl.”

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Okies then, and came in droves to the Imperial 
Valley. Lois says there were 12 of them in the car 
— mother, father and 10 children. “We were like 
two families. The older children took care of the 
little ones.” 

She grew up and went to school in Brawley, in 
the Valley, and then to San Diego State College. 
There she met Stanley, who was in the navy in 
San Diego. They came up north to finish their 
education, she to the University of San Francisco 
and he to Cal. 

They moved to Richmond in 1956, and raised 
their five children here. They had a business in El 
Cerrito for 11 years, after a fairly brief stint with a 
letter shop. 

In 1985 she started a day care center in 
Kensington with an after-school program for the 
Kensington Hilltop children. She then combined 
this activity with two shops in El Sobrante, a 
party shop and a costume shop. All of these are 
ongoing, and still she continues her community 
activities. 

She became involved with the Richmond 
Museum in 1973, while she still operated her © 
letter shop, when she was doing programs and 
other things for the Richmond Women’s Club, 
which started the museum. She joined the 
Women’s Club in the early 1980s, because they 
needed younger members to keep it alive. She 
became president in 1989, just in time to oversee 
the disbanding of the organization in 1990. The 
Richmond Women’s Club had been an important 
part of the community for many years. When they 
disbanded, they donated all of their assets to the 
Richmond Museum. This led to the creation of a 
foundation to manage museum finances. This 
foundation continues to act in that capacity. 

Her children attended Grant School in 
Richmond, and, of course, she became active in 
the PTA there.

Geometry, mystery spark 
Oakland Ballet’s ‘Unraveling’ 


By Ariel Parkinson 


In Oakland Ballet’s second pro- 
gram at the Paramount, Mario 
Alonzo’s “Unraveling” comes on 


| in high style. The first image is a 


striking black and white drop: a 
checkerboard diminishing per- 
spective to deep space, strange, 
attenuated forms that begin anony- 
mous, humanoid, organic and 
wind up bizarre, playful, geomet- 
ric. Pattern and texture of all finds. 
Mark Attebery’s rhythmic, evoca- 
tive, slightly raucous score sup- 
ports the mocd. 

In the second-image svelte, ver- 
tical bodies of nine dancers in 
clinging black jumpsuits and 
stocking caps are disposed in the 
dark, volumetric space of the 
stage. Three of them move lan- 
guidly in relation to one another, 
like creatures in a tide pool. 
“Smoke” enhances the long, blue 
shafts of light. The sudden, simple 
beauty and magic of space, light, 
bodies .... 

The jumpsuits are husks. The 


dancers peel them off to become, 
progressively elegant, three-di- 
mensional fulfillment of the or- 
ganic/geometric figures of the 
drop. They move, combine, sepa- 
rate, not languidly at all. As in 
certain wasps and butterflies, cer- 
tain birds, the black and white 
patterns enhance the integrity and 
fluid strength of the moving forms, 
and at the same time shock. 

At one point Michael Lowe and 
Lara Deans Lowe reveal and de- 
ploy stretchy black net membranes 
attached from arm to flank, like 
nascent wings. At another Joy Gim 
sprouts long, stretchy filaments, 
deployed in a cat’s cradle, super- 
sized. Ina climactic moment Joral 
Schmalle supports a standing Abra 
Rudisill on his shoulders and turns 
slowly in a pin-spot of light. 

High style in art takes on a lot: 
beauty, mystery, significance, and 
wonder. In spite of a minor fumble 
or two, like the gratuitous ascen- 
sion at the end, “Unraveling” as-

‘Only You’ gives sort-of-enchanting even 


@ Romantic travelogue, if 
nothing else, whiles away 
an evening

As an antidote to the brutal 
shoot-out movies and the “sat- 
ires” of violence that themselves 
get off on violence, every film 
season needs a solid, don’ t-think- 
about-it-too-closely, feel-good ro- 
mance. Only You is that romance 
this season. 

Directed by Norman Jewison, 
Only You draws on many earlier 
films — not only Jewison’s own 
Moonstruck, which shares this 
movie’s belief in love at first sight, 
but such earlier set-in-Italy ro- 
mances as Summertime, Three 
Coins in the Fountain, and Roman 
Holiday, the Audrey Hepburn film 
quoted byOnly You . 

Marisa Tomei, the film’s hero- 
ine, man not be exactly be an 
Audrey Hepburn of the 90s — 
she lacks that hint of sadness that 
gave Hepburn’s performances 
their depth — but she has the big 
brown eyes and gamine air. 

In a subplot, Joaquim de 
Almeida makes a superb Italian 
romantic hero, a la Rossano 
Brazzi, who appeared both in Summ- 
mertime and Three Coins. 

The picture starts out in Pitts- 
burgh, Pa., where. 11-year-old 
Faith Corvatch is told by an Ouija 
board that the man destiny in- 
tends for her is named Damon 
Bradley. A few years later, a car- 
nival fortune teller confirms this 
information. 

But the grown-up Faith 
(Tomei), a Catholic high school 
teacher, gets safely engaged to 
Mr. Not-Quite-right, a podiatrist 
named Dwayne (John Benjamin 
Hickey). Though he may be a ma- 
nipulative, picky perfectionist, 
he’s produced an engagement ring 
that knocks the socks off Faith’s 
girlfriends. 

But on the eve of her wedding, 
Faith gets a call from a supposed 
schoolmate of Dwayne’s who’s 
on his way to Venice, Italy. His 
name? Damon Bradley. Within 
moments, Faith and her best 
friend/sister-in-law Kate (Bonnie 
Hunt of Beethoven, Dave, and

Ballantyne’s life. 

Written in 1981 and published 
in 1982, the book, which was 
Ballantyne’s second novel, was 
hailed by literary critics. It tells 
the story of a the troubled home 
life of the Weilers, a Portland, 
Ore., family headed by a widower 
con man. The novel details the 
coming of age of the eldest daugh- 
ter, Sonya, and follows her devel- 
opment from before her mother’s 
death to her own troubled mother- 
hood. 

Ballantyne, herself a native of 
Seattle, Wash., has lived the last 
30 years in Berkeley. She has 
taught fiction writing at Mills 
College for the past 10 years. 

When asked how her students 
have reacted to her novel’s debut 
on the silver screen, Ballantyne 
smiles. 

“In the publishing world if you 
say ‘I wrote a book’ people say 
‘That’s good,’” Ballantyne says 
with a laugh. “But,” she adds, 
“people go totally insane when 
you say ‘I wrote a book and it’s 
been made into a movie.’” 

According to Ballantyne, cin- 
ema is foreign and removed — 
somewhere out there yet hard to 
grasp. Therefore, to be an author 
is respectable, but to have one’s 
work not only recognized by the 
public but realized in the cinematic 
sense is paragon. 

The film was “in development 
for 10 years,” maintains 
Ballantyne, who is pleased with 
the final results after years of un- 
certainty — not knowing whether

Ballantyne recalls that 
when Nelson first read the book

writing partner Kristine Johnson, 
worked out a script (their first 
endeavor) that eventually caught 
the attention of veteran film actor 
Dustin Hoffman. 

Although Hoffman expressed 
a lot of interest in the story, he 
ultimately passed on the project. 
At the time, there was a young 
script scout named Peggy Gormley 
who worked for Hoffman and 
passed the shelved script on to her 
good friend, Harvey Keitel. Keitel, 
himself the father of a young 
daughter, identified with the story 
and, as Ballantyne explains, “es- 
sentially declared that he wanted 
to play Ray, the father.” 

The 10-year journey has beena 
roller-coaster ride for Ballantyne. 
Although, she was not on board 
the project as a script writer, she 
did have infinite “coffee” discus- 
sions with Nelson, and they have 
since developed a friendship, even 
though Nelson eventually stopped 
showing Ballantyne the script. 

“Tt took me a long time to learn 
that scripts are a different style 
than fiction,” Ballantyne says, 
adding that she wanted every 
thought and action incorporated 
into the script. But a script is just

fiction classes. 

Ballantyne is currently “in 
the development process” of a 
possible third novel. Respond- 
ing to inquiries about the possi- 
bility of screenwriting herself, 
Ballantyne returns: “After this 
experience, it has crossed my 
mind.”

Circulation desk only hours means 
the library is open without reference 
desk services or librarians.

closed library serves no one. 

This is not about librarians refusing 
to answer questions, rather it is about 
the library being open with limited 
services. This is about keeping the li- 
brary open so you can check books in 
and out, do research, read periodicals, 
do your homework, everything you 
can do now except utilize reference 
desk services. Your questions will have 
to wait at most a couple hours. You will 
have to wait to reserve books, You will 
have to rely on the written materials for 
help with the on-line catalog. But, the 
library will be open. 

Though it will be tried on an experi- 
mental basis in Albany, circulation desk 
only service is not an experimental 
concept; it is a common practice. The 
undergraduate library at our nearby 
world renowned University has 77 cir- 
culation desk hours per week and 44 
reference desk hours per week. The 
Graduate Theological Union Library 
has 78.5 circulation desk hours and 44 
reference desk hours per week. Like all 
of us do in our personal lives, institu- 
tions must stretch their dollars to meet 
many needs.

7,1993, addressed the question of ser- 
vice levels and asked: “Do we need 
reference at current level? Do we need 
more open hours? What staffing is ap- 
propriate? How much money will pro- 
vide a reasonable level of service?” 

The ordinance states in Section 5- 
22.1(B): “It is the intent of this legisla- 
tion that these monies raised by the 
taxpayers of the City of Albany pursu- 
ant to this Ordinance shall be spent to 
provide public Library services and 
materials to citizens of Albany in an 
efficient and appropriate manner. 

To this end, the Council, after care- 
ful public deliberation, may determine 
that the services currently provided 
can be provided more effectively by 
changing the method of delivery. If 
such determination is made, the Coun- 
cil may procure such public library 
services from Alameda County, or other 
public entity, or provider it deems suit- 
able, and/or establish public library 
services by any of the methods pre- 
scribed by State law.” 

Our City Council, like other coun- 
cils in Alameda and Contra Costa Coun- 
ties, is struggling to survive in these 
difficult times. Every area of delivery 
of service to taxpayers is being exam- 
ined for efficiency and effectiveness. 
Our council indicated from the begin- 
ning that they wanted to examine the 
range of library services, the form in 
which they were delivered, and the will 
of the people. 

As a member of the Library Board 
and a long-time library user, Iam com- 
mitted to providing the best service we 
can afford. Even with the passage of 
Measure N, we have about $100,000 
less than the 92/93 budget. We have to 
make prudent decisions that will main- 
tain the quality of the library while 
keeping it open as much as possible.

Fish Story: Finally, a finny farewell to a man 
who definitely marched to a different drummer:

squid in the sun for three days.”) 

A few days later, he called to check in with the 
sports editor, Bob Valli. 

“You know, we’ve got to do something about 
these letters,” said Bob. 

“No problem,” said Larry breezily. “Just give 
me the names and addresses and I’l send ’em 
out.” 

“Larry,” said Bob, “there are thousands and 
thousands.” 

Before it was all over, Larry and his catfish bait 
secrets had gotten more mail than any other story 
in the 100-plus year history of the Tribune — or 
any other paper that I know of. Nobody knows 
how big the final total got. Bob stopped counting 
after 3,500. 

And they came from all over the country, not 
just the Bay Area,” Bob recalled as we reminisced 
about; Larry the other day. “It was the biggest 
phenomenon in all my time at the Tribune, and I 
was there for 20 years and five changes 
ownership. We all kept looking at each other and 
laughing.” 

I first met Larry 10 years before that, when I 
was producing his “Fisherman’s Forecast” radio 
show on KCBS. He’d usually send me the script 
for each week’s show a few days ahead of time, 
so I could plan all the commercial breaks.

EL CERRITO — The city will adopt new Residen- 
tial Architecture design guidelines based on recom- 
mendations submitted by a council-appointed task 
force after two years of study and modified by the 
city’s Planning Commission after six months of dis- 
cussion and public hearings. 

Changes to present standards have to do mainly 
with second story buildings and additions. The council’s 
charge to the task force was “to develop strategies and 
regulations for addressing view blockage and over- 
built building additions,” issues that “people were very 
concerned about...and still are,” according to city plan- 
ner Ed Phillips. 

Aesthetic and design quality standards for new 
homes and additions are not addressed in the report, 
which concentrates on preservation of sunlight and 
privacy. 

At its Oct. 17 meeting, Phillips showed the city 
council a video tape of several homes in E] Cerrito that 


grams demonstrated how the proposed legislation would 
have affected construction of some of the homes. 

In one change, the city will allow all single family 
residences a50 percent lot coverage. Under the present 
tules, a one-story home may cover 50 percent of the lot, 
a two-story home only 40 percent. The task force and 
Planning Commission agree that allowing the greater 
coverage to two-story homes will encourage more 
building out at the ground level and less “building up.” 

In another change with the same goal, rear setback 
has been reduced to 10 feet if compensated by adequate 
yard area. 

Several changes had to do with houses built on hills. 
Building height will now be measured parallel to the 
slope of the grade rather than calculated from an 
average point. Under the old system, it was possible for 
a rear wall to exceed the 35-foot required height limit. 
“Terracing” may now be required for some homes on 
steep slopes. 

To protect sunlight and view, the “envelope” of 
building space now established is shaped more like a 
tent or a pyramid than a rectangular box. 

“We're now folding in the top of the box...which 
before was defined by height limit,” said Phillips.

neighbor to neighbor discussion, something he be- 
lieves can happen naturally through the notification 
process. A conference process, he fears, would open up 
the way to neighbors who do not understand that the 
only issues at question under the new guidelines are 
loss of sunlight or loss of privacy; he suggested that 
they might file inappropriate objections. Resulting 
holdups in construction would add considerably to the 
property owners’ costs, he said. 

Austin Frank, on the other hand, believes the one- 
on-one objection process might not be the best. With- 
out any public process, individuals might not even 
know of any neighborhood consensus on proposed 
construction, he said. He also believes a conference 
procedure would demonstrate the city’s concern with 
neighbors’ interests. 

Frank is also a member of both the planning com- 
mission and the task force. 

A number of residents addressed the council, all in 
favor of the conference process. 

Thom Stark believes that “the mathematics of any 
design guidelines” are not as important to the commu- 
nity as the aesthetics of a new construction. Such 
| design decisions should be made in the context of the 
| particular neighborhood, he said, urging the council to 
| develop some type of discussion mechanism, “particu- 
larly when there are strong neighborhood objections.” 

“We live innetghborhoods,” said Mary Beth Almeda,

The acquisition includes the Emeryville Crescent, 
about 500 acres of submerged land, tidal marsh, wild 
life habitat, wetlands and uplands in Oakland 
Emeryville.

New design guidelines focus on two story hom 


“We’re avoiding box-like structures. (In addition,) 
when you’re looking at a pyramid, you will see more 
light coming down to the homes on either side.” 

Standards of the new “daylight plane” or “inclined 
setback plane,” similar to systems used in Cupertino 
and Palo Alto to protect neighboring sunlight and 
views, vary according to grade — 10 percent, 10 to 50 
percent, and 50 percent grades. Diagrams on the video 
tape showed how specific homes in El Cerrito might 
have been designed to allow more daylight to neigh- 
bors’ homes. 

In speaking to the new guidelines, several residents 
raised aesthetic issues. The report does not make 
recommendations concerning those aspects of con- 
struction, though Phillips did raise the question in his 
staff report. 

“Although the objective standards, as supported by 
the Planning Commission, would reduce unseemly 
bulk, they do not lead directly to design quality, in the 
way desired by the Task Force,” Phillips stated in his 
report. “Although the Task Force did not want to apply 
a design review requirementas such, their Statement of 
Values says some exercise of judgement is necessary 
in evaluating residential architectural development to 
insure the balance of individual rights against the 
interests of the wider community.’” 

Phillips summarized one of the “main unresolved 
issues” with this question: “Should the city limit its 
authority to establishing objective, quantitative stan- 
dards, or is it in the public interest for the city to be 
involved in a qualitative review of the design of single- 
family dwellings?” 

The Planning Commission sees standards as more 
quantifiable, Phillips told the city council. He said 
later, however, that the question of whether there 
should be a qualitative, subjective review — “one of 
the essential questions” is still open, though the council 
did not choose to deal with it at its meeting Monday. 

“The RAD (task force) did think about it,” he said. 
“Their answer was that, rather than putting the 
homeowners through the same kind of review com- 
mercial projects (are subject to) — more than (private) 
homeowners should go through, ...they were looking 
for something that would be less heavy-handed.” 

Single family residences are now exempt from 
design review except when a part of new subdivisions 


some input” on changes that will permanently impact 
their lives and/or property value. 

“Our biggest concern is preserving neighborhoods,” 
said Almeda. 

Several residents who spoke said their neighbor- 
hoods have already suffered permanent, negative 
change when large homes have been built next to small 
ones.

In speaking for the notice only process, council 
member Norman La Force stressed the added costs the 
property owner would incur, including the expense of 
delayed construction, the fee to be paid for staff review 
time (estimated at about $250 by Phillips) and, espe- 
cially, the added costs incurred if the owner’s architect 
had to attend extra meetings or had to make design 
changes.

Berkeley is a city of paradox, 
grounded firmly in its past yet 
famed for its progressive pro- 
grams. To its residents, the neigh- 
borhoods of Berkeley lend it a 
small-town atmosphere despite the 
103,000 residents who live there. 

The diverse character and vari- 
ety of these neighborhoods make 
it easy to forget that Berkeley is 
part of a major metropolitan area. 

The origins of the Northbrae 
area go back to Berkeley’s in- 
credible growth between 1900 and 
1910, when it was the fastest- 
growing city in the United States. 
The combination of the San Fran- 
cisco earthquake and the new in- 
terurban train system (the pre- 
BART “Key Route”) made the 
East Bay area suddenly very at- 
tractive. 

Northbrae itself was specifi- 
cally designed as a residential park 
district, unlike older areas of Ber- 
keley where individual lots were 
sold to home builders. This in- 
cluded several artistic improve- 
ments and some wonderful land- 
scaping. 

Of particular value was the cre- 
ation of several parks, setting aside 
special areas for public use. In- 
dian Rock Park, Grotto Rock Park 
and Mortar Rock Park provide 
views of the Golden Gate Bridge 
that might otherwise have been 
claimed by private residences.

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Getting contract in writing avoids hassles down the |i

Once you’ve selected a contrac- 
tor for your home remodeling 
project, he should present you with 
a written contract. A written agree- 
ment clarifies the expectations of 
both the contractor and homeowner 
before the project starts, and helps 
avoid misunderstandings during 
construction. 

Don’t proceed with just a verbal 
agreement or a price scribbled on 
the back of a business card, even if 
the contractor seems like a “nice 
guy” or your project is fairly small. 
Regardless of the contractor’s good 
intentions or the size of your job, a 
written contract will help you get 
the results you want at the price you 
expect to pay. 

What should be in your con- 
tract? The contract document pack- 
age includes a copy of the drawings 
or architectural plans, a complete

some items to consider for your 
written contract: 


1. Exactly what work will be 
performed. A simple window in- 
stallation job may not have plans, 
but there are still numerous details 
to clarify. Will the window be wood, 
vinyl] clad, or aluminum? Will it be 
a double-hung window or a slider? 
What size will the window be? Will 
trim be installed? Will the trim be 
painted or stained to match existing 
trim? What will be done with the 
old window? 

Your contract should have acom- 
plete description of the work to be 
performed, including who is respon- 
sible for debris removal. Some con- 
tracts also specify work that will 
NOT be done. If your contract lists 
exclusions, be sure to read this sec- 
tion carefully before you sign. And 
remember: if it’s not in the contract, 
chances are you won’t get it. 


2. Projected start and finish 
dates. Remodeling contractors 
work with existing structures, so 
they often encounter unanticipated 
conditions that require more work 
or a different approach. Creative 
troubleshooting can take time and 
delay the job. Owner changes, un- 
anticipated weather conditions, or 
material back-orders can also delay 


a project. Your timetable should be 
a guideline only; it’s a rare con- 
struction job indeed that doesn’t 
experience some sort of delay. (A 
tule of thumb: the larger the job, the 
longer and more numerous the de- 
lays.) 

Inform your contractor up front 
about any personal milestones (such 
as your mother-in-law’s visit or your 
daughter’s wedding) that require 
the construction is completed by a 
specific date. Be sure he has plenty 
of time to recoup from changes and 
unanticipated delays to meet your 
deadline. 

Some homeowners try to insert a 
“penalty clause” in the contract that 
requires the contractor pay the 
homeowner a fee for each day the 
project is behind schedule. These 
clauses are a bad idea for two rea- 
sons: first, they set the stage for an 
adversarial relationship with your 
contractor before the project even 
begins; and secondly, they are rarely 
enforceable. If you really want to 
motivate your contractor, build a 
bonus into your agreement for fin- 
ishing the job early. Your contrac- 
tor will react more favorably to a 
positive incentive, rather than one 
that is punitive. 


3. The downpayment amount 


and a payment schedule. By law, 
a contractor in California can ask 
for a maximum downpayment of 
10 percent of the total cost of the job 
or $1,000, whichever is less. Once 
work has begun, the payment sched- 
ule is decided by you and your con- 
tractor and should be addressed in 
your contract. 

Most contractors will request 
progressive payments that coincide 
with the amount of work that’s com- 
pleted. If 25 percent of the job is 
done, then 25 percent of the total 
amount should be paid to the con- 
tractor. Try not to let progressive 
payments get ahead of the actual 
work that’s completed. 

As your project winds down, you 
may find your contractor eager to 
move on to his next customer be- 
fore every detail is completed on 
your job. Chalk this up to human 
nature and not willful neglect. To 
assure your contractor gives his full 
attention to the final details of your 
job, your contract should include 
conditions for final payment. Usu- 
ally a percentage of the last sched- 
uled payment is withheld until the 
final punch list is completed, the 
final building inspection is signed 
off, and all lien releases are ob- 
tained. Your contractor will have 


the incentive to complete these de- 
tails quickly and finish your job 
completely if his final payment is 
still pending. 

4. Verbal Guarantees and war- 
ranty information. Materials and 
supplies purchased by contractors 
are often covered by manufacturer 
warranties. Be sure this warranty 
information, as well as any guaran- 
tees provided by the contractor, are 
in your written contract. 


5. A statement of permits re- 
quired. All work should be done in 
accordance with local building 
codes and the contractor should be 
responsible for securing the per- 
mits required by your city building 
department.

the contract itself. The drawings or 
plans show all elements of the 
project, including dimensions. The 
specifications list details the ele- 
ments shown in the plans, indicat- 
ing the type, brand name, model 
number, quantity, finish, size, color, 
weight, and other pertinent infor- 
mation to clearly identify the prod- 
ucts and materials to be used. 

The contract itself lists the terms 
and conditions. Most contractors 
agree that you can’t have too much 
information in writing. “The shorter 
the contract, the more ambiguity,” 
says Robert Malone from Baywood 
Building and Design in Oakland. 
Malone adds, “Having as much de- 
tail as possible will save you head- 
aches down the road.” Here are

Most of these unusually low 
Start rates are negative amortiza- 


| tion or potential negative amorti- 


zation loans. 

In order to fully understand 
what a negative amortization loan 
is, one must first be familiar with 
the ABC’s of adjustable loans. 

Basically an adjustable loan 
(ARM) has the following major 
characteristics: 

1) Lower initial interest rates: 
ARMs offer lower initial interest 
rates than traditional fixed rate 


| loans. Almost all adjustables start 


out with a “Teaser rate” designed 
to attract borrowers. 


These initial rates will disap- 
pear within the first few months 
and the usual ARM rates take ef- 
fect. 

Therefore, in shopping for an 
ARM, look at the entire picture, 
not just the start rate. 

2) Index and margin: Once the 
initial interest rate is. established 
(after the teaser rate period), the 
rate is tied to some “neutral” in- 
dex. That means that the move- 
ment of the index is beyond the

control of the borrower or the 
lender. 

Some popular indexes include 
the 1-year treasury, the 6-months 
LIBOR or the “cost of funds” of 
the 11th District of the Federal 
Home Loan Bank of San Fran- 
cisco. 

The margin refers to the gap 
between the index and the interest 
charged to the borrower. The mar- 
gin is always a constant while 
rates change according to the fluc- 
tuations in the index. 

3) Yearly and lifetime caps: 
Due to what is known as a “pay- 
ment shock,” most ARMs have 
interest rate caps which is nothing 
more than a “ceiling” on annual 
and total interest increases. 


Most ARMs have a 2 percent 
yearly cap and a5 or 6 percent 
total increase over the initial con- 
tract rate. a 


For example, if an ARM starts 
out at 6.5 percent with a life cap of 
6 percent, the maximum interest it 
can go up to is 12.5 percent. A 
decent margin and a steady index 
is what is going to save you money 
in the long run. 

Finally, beware of negative 
amortization. It may make sense 
in some circumstances. But make 
sure you understand its potential 
consequences. 

The negative amortization con- 
cept originated during times of 
high inflation which necessitated 
the need to qualify the borrowers 
at a low entry level even though 
the payments would later increase 
to accommodate full amortization 
of the loan over its term. 

In the case of negatively amor- 
tized loans, initial or even future 
payments are inadequate to sat-

isfy the interest payment require- 
ments. 

That means not only your prin- 
cipal will not reduce with each 
payment, it will actually increase 
due to the fact that the interest rate 
shortfall will be added to it. 


In simpler terms, you may end 
up owing more after a few years 
of making payments than when 
you started. 


Fortunately, most of these loans 
will “recast” into a new amortized 
loan once a loan balance equates 
to 125 percent of the original debt. 


Negative amortization may not 
be a bad short-term alternative for 
a borrower in a period of very 
high interest rates where proper- 
ties are appreciating at a rate of 10 
to 15 percent per year. The nega- 
tive amortization damage will be 
minimized by the rapid amortiza- 
tion of the property. 


My personal recommendation 
is 40 stay away from neg-am 
ARMS in this slow real estate 
market when some-afeas are actu- 
ally experiencing property depre- 
ciation. _ 

It is an excellent time to buy a 
home, but a lousy decision to do it 
with the help of a neg amortiza- 
tion loan unless you cannot qualify 
for a fully amortized ARM. 


Most lenders qualify borrow- 
ers at the start rate plus 2 percent 
for a fully amortized ARM. Since 
the neg-ARM loan has a lower 
start rate, qualifying under it is 
often a little easier.

Most houses that are for sale 
have For Sale signs posted, but not 
all of them. There are sellers who 
don’t want a sign. 

Often when a house is in escrow 
the agent adds a smaller sign at the 
top of the post that says “Pending 
Sale,” but not every time. Some- 
times the agent doesn’t get around 
to it or is not confident that the sale 
will be completed. 

Usually when the sign is taken 
down, it means that the house has 
sold, but it can also mean it didn’t 
sell. Maybe the owner’s plans 
changed and he has decided to stay, 
or maybe he is changing agents and 
a new sign will go up before long. 

Most of the time after a house is 
listed, it is held open for agents to 
see and then for the public. But 
some houses are never held open. 
This can be because the owner is 
elderly or sick and doesn’t want a 
lot of people traipsing through, or 
because the owner has valuable 
personal property he isn’t interested 
in having a lot of people see. 

Maybe you called the phone 
number on a sign and were told, 
“That house is sold.” “Sold” can 
mean different things. It may mean 
that the seller and a buyer have 
agreed ona price and are now work- 
ing on completing the sale. It isn’t 
done yet, and there is still the chance 
that it never will be. Or “sold” can 
also mean that title has been trans- 
ferred to the new owner. 

Smart agents say, “There is a 
pending sale,” or “That house is in 
escrow but the buyers haven’t re- 
moved their contingencies yet.” 
This lets you know that there is still 
a possibility that you can buy that 
house. Sales do fall apart. 

If the appraisal comes in lew or 
the buyer loses his job, the loan 
described in the contract will not be 
available — perhaps an unsolvable 
problem. Or, if the buyer discovers 
that the furnace is broken and nei- 
ther he nor the seller is willing to 
pay for it, the house may be avail- 
able again.

ment with your contractor. Permit 
requirements, procedures, sched- 
ules, inspections, and politics can 
require a considerable amount of 
time and energy. Experienced con- 
tractors are already familiar with 
the parties and the process, so they 
can often get quicker results. 

6. Astatement ofinsurance and 
bonds that will be furnished. Ask 
about general liability insurance 
and, if employees are involved, 
workers compensation insurance 
All state-licensed contractors must 
also have a $7,500 license bond. 
For new construction or extensive 
remodeling, you may want your 
contractor to secure a payment or 
performance bond. 

7. An arbitration or mediation 
clause to resolve disputes. The best 
contract in the world will not keep 
two quarreling parties out of court, 
and litigation can be time-consum- 
ing and expensive. Although most 


» homeowners don’t need them, arbi- 


tration or mediation clauses are nice 
to have “just in case.” 

Be sure you read the contract 
carefully and clarify any items you 
don’t understand. If you sign a con- 
tract outside of the contractor’s place 
of business, state law gives you 
three days to cancel it without pen- 
alty. Don’t hesitate to cancel a con- 
tract if you have any reservations. 

Changes or additions to your 
original contract should be written 
on a Change Order that describes 
the change in detail and lists any 
adjustments to the total cost of the 
job. “To avoid delays, we'll often 
agree to change verbally, then fol- 
low up in writing,” says Malone. 
Keep all change orders with your

To further complicate things, 
some houses are offered for sale to 
settle an estate or to provide funds 
for someone who is being cared for 
outside his home. Some, but not all, 
of these sales cannot close until a 
judge okays them. 

Once a buyer has made an ac- 
ceptable offer, a court date is set. If 
another buyer is willing to pay more 
for the house than the original offer, 
he can go to court and make an 
overbid. To know just how “sold” 
one of these houses is, you must 
know how far along the sale pro- 
cess has progressed. 

So, if you want to know which 
houses are available, you need to 
talk to an agent who can tell you the 
whole story. 

Any active residential agent will 
be able to tell you about new list- 
ings that don’t have signs on them 
yet — and about the houses that 
never will. She can take you to see 
houses that won’t ever be held open, 
tell you which houses are in con- 
tract but haven’t closed yet, and 
about sales that can be overbid in 
court. She will also know the price 
a house finally sold for. 

But maybe knowing about every 
available house isn’t important to 
you right now. You just want to see 
what’s out there generally, so you 
are going to open houses. You make 
up a list and plan a route. 

By extraordinary chance, the first 
house you walk into is precisely 
what you want. You did not expect 
this to happen and are wondering 
what to do next when the person 
holding the house opensays, “There 
is an offer coming in tomorrow,” or 
even, “An offer.was presented last 
night.” Now what? 

Don’t give up! Sometimes people 
say they are going to make an offer

but change their minds. Sometimes 
offers are not accepted. If you re- 
ally mean it, you might still be able 
to make this house yours. 

Let’s say that you have selected 
an agent of your own. Further, you 
have talked to a loan broker. You 
know how much you can borrow, 
what price you can afford to pay, 
and you have the cash you will need 
available. 

Do this. Leave the open house. 
Go directly home and call your 
agent. She will find out exactly what 
is going on with the sale of your 
dream house. Depending on what 
she finds out and how strong your 
ardor is, you might write an offer 
today or you might hold off. 

Here’s another possibility. You 
walk into the open house, you’re 
thinking it looks pretty good, and 
the agent greets you with, “We al- 
ready have an accepted offer but it 
looks shaky. We’re looking for a 


backup offer.” 
Usually this means that although 
the seller is incontract with a buyer, 


there is some problem looming. | 


Perhaps there are negotiations go- 
ing on about repairs that look un- 
likely to be resolved. The agent is 
hoping to find someone else who 
wants to buy the house in case the 
first buyer goes away. 

Again, you need to talk to an 
agent — preferably one you have 
carefully selected. Depending on 
the situation, you might want to 
make that offer and wait to see what 
happens next. 

In fact, you can make an offer 
anytime on any house, but you prob- 
ably don’t want to spin your wheels 
unnecessarily. Your agent will 
gather information, help you pre- 
dict your chances of success, and 
‘"— if it’s possible — get what you 
are after. So, even if you think you 
are not quite ready to buy, it’s best 
to prepare yourself anyway. Love 
can arrive when you least expect it 
(a very nice thing about love). 

Talk to a loan broker and search 
for your own agent. These are the 
people who will tell you what the 
signs mean. Because no house has 
an exact duplicate, the one you want 
may appear only once. Wouldn’t 
you like to be there when it does?
